Mr, Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969° 

Again  there  was  a  substantial  rise  in  the  population 
it  being  estimated  that  270  more  were  resident  in  mid 
1969  than  in  the  previous  year  when  the  increase  was 
290.  The  Registrar  General  estimated  that  the  population 
was  11 9020,  The  number  of  births  exceeded  deaths  by 
101,  the  natural  increase,  and  the  rest  of  the  increase 
169  was  the  result  of  people  moving  into  the  district,. 

There  were  206  births  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
18,7  per  19000  population,  105  deaths  occurred  most 
(46)  the  result  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation, 
cancer  (29)  and  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (13) 
were  the  next  most  common  causes  of  death*  7  of  the 
cancer  deaths  were  caused  by  lung  cancer. 

The  most  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  statistics 
is  the  high  infantile  mortality  rate  of  34  per  1 9 000 
births*  As  I  have  pointed  out  on  previous  occasions 
this  is  liable  to  occur  where  the  number  of  births  is 
relatively  low  and  two  or  three  deaths  over  the  usual 
produce  a  steep  rise  in  the  rate, 


Apart  from  this  the  statistics  reflect  a  very 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs**

FOREIGN  MATTER  IN  FOOD  AND  FOOD  COMPLAINTS 


1969  again  saw  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
regarding  unsound  food  or  food  containing  foreign  matter 
purchased  at  shops  or  supermarkets  within  the  Districts 
All  the  complaints  were  investigated  and  twenty  nine  were 
dealt  with  informally ,  the  complainant  in  the  main  not 
requiring  formal  action  to  be  takeno  Aga in  these  complaints 
were  mainly  of  staleness  in  such  items  as  bread,  confec¬ 
tionery,  frozen  poultry,  cheese  and  butter.  The  reason  for 
sale  of  stale  or  "out  of  condition"  food  appears  to  be  the 
rapid  turnover  of  staff,  especially  those  employed  in  the 
supermarkets,  the  new  staff  having  no  kaowle iga  of  the  food 
trade  and  it  would  also  appear  that  in  certain  areas  there  is 
a  lack  of  adequate  training  of  new  staff  by  the  management* 
Where  this  lack  of  training  was  evident  the  assistants  con¬ 
cerned  were  instructed  by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tors  in  stock  management  and  rotation,

Complaint  was  received  regarding  the  condition  of  a  pork 
pie  purchased  at  a  supermarket.  On  examination  it  was 
found  that  the  pie  contained  a  large  amount  of  mould  growth 
Investigation  of  the  complaint  however  revealed  that  the 
p  ie  had  been  in  the  complainant 9 s  possess  ion  for  eight  days 
rendering  it  impossible  to  prove  that  the  pie  had  been 
purchased  containing  the  mould Q 

Complaint  was  received  regarding  a  pre-packed  4  oz, packet 
of  chopped  pork  and  ham 0  Examination  revealed  what 

appeared  to  be  a  mass  of  cotton  fibre  similar  to  cheese  or 
mutton  cloth  embedded  in  the  meat®  The  public  analyst 
r e p orted  t h a t  i n  h i s  o p i n i o n  t h e  chopped  po r k  a n d  ha m  con- 
t a ine  d  a  ma  s  s  o f  c o 1 1 o n  f  i b r e  s  w h ich  were  c 1 e a r 1 y  in corpo r a 
ted  in  the  product  and  were  present  when  it  was  sliced  and 
that  the  fibres  were  probably  part  of  a  swab.  Legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  instituted  against  the  retailer  and  fines  and 
costs  totalling  £30*10 s®0d  were  awarded* 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  high  standard  of  lood  hygiene  in  the  majority 
of  food  shops  was  maintained  during  1969®  Informal 
action  only  was  required  in  a  small  percentage  of  this  type 
of  premises  and  in  all  cases  co-operation  was  readily 
f  o  r t he  om ing. 

A  continuing  cause  lor  concern  during  1909  has  been 
the  lowering  of  standards  m  a  number  of  licensed  prem¬ 
ises,  especially  r  h  o  s  e  wh  1  c  h  ha  v  e  in  t  r o  du  c  e  d  c a  t  e  r  1  ng  ,  wh  1  c  h 
has  been  carried  on  in  unsatisfactory  conditions# 

Serious  contraventions  ol  the  Food  &  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  were  found  in  two  public  houses  resulting  in 
the  closure  of  a  grill  room  for  some  three  months  in  one 
cass  and  an  objection  being  lodged  to  the  renewal  of  a 
licence  in  the  other 0  However,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  brewery  companies  both  these  premises  were  brought  up 
t o  a  reasonable  s t a n da rdo 

It  has  also  been  noticed  that  when  brewery  companies 
undertake  alteration  and  modernisation  of  these  premises, 
very  little  provision  is  made  for  food  preparation  and  fac» 
ilit ies  for  staff  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  hygiene, 
and  in  my  opinion,  more  discussion  should  take  place 
between  the  brewers  and  the  local  Public  Health  Inspector 
before  these  plans  are  put  into  op era t ion 0 

It  is  also  hoped  that  sometime  in  the  near  future  the 
owners  of  licensed  premises  when  modernising  their  public 
houses  will  make  provision  for  the  renewal  of  the  obsolete 
external  toilet  accommodation  provided  in  many  cases  and  that 
this  accommodation  will  be  incorporated  within  the 
building  0 

Early  in  1970  a  publicity  campaign  is  to  be  institut¬ 
ed  to  try  and  persuade  the  public  not  to  take  their  dogs 
into  food  shops®  A  number  of  hanging  cards  have  been 
produced  requesting  the  public  to  leave  their  animals  out¬ 
side  and  also  refrain  from  smoking  whilst  in  the  shop® 

it  js  also  becoming  obvious  that  the  general  public 
will  no  longer  accept  a  poor  standard  of  hygiene  and  the 
attention  of  the  Public  Health  staff  is  often  drawn  to 
practices  and  conditions  the  public  feel  should  not  exist® 

The  co-operation  between  public  and  officers  of  the  Council 
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eases  the  burden  on  the  Inspector  and  enables  him  to  direct 
his  health  hygiene  education  programme  into  those  sections  of 
the  District  which  require  them  most,  and  allows  him  to  deal 
with  matters  which  might  not  necessarily  be  apparent  during  a 
r  o  u  t  me  in  spec  t  ion. 

SAMPLING 

Formal  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  for  chemical  analysis 
is  carried  out  in  the  area  by  the  Bucks  County  Council , 

During  1969  however  a  series  of  sampling  of  ice  cream 
was  carried  out  for  bacteriological  examination  both  from

Samples  graded  in  grades  1  and  2  indicate  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  hygiene  but  samples  graded  3  and  4  indicate  some 
breakdown  in  hygiene  and  service.  The  premises  which 
received  a  samp] e  grade  3  or  4  were  inspected  and  a  stringent 
investigation  carried  out  into  the  methods  of  storage  of  the 
commodity.  In  all  cases  the  breakdown  in  hygiene  oc cured  in 
the  service  of  the  ice  cream,  due  in  the  main  to  the  staff 
not  using  a  suitable  sterilant  in  the  receptacle  used  for 
storing  the  servers  not  in  use.

HOUSING 

During  1969  five  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  having 
regard  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  Section  4  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957*  In  three  cases  undertakings  from  the 
owners  were  accepted  that  the  houses  would  not  be  used  for 
human  habitat ion 0  Notices  were  served  in  the  other  two 
cases  under  the  provisions  of  Section  9  for  the  house  to 
be  repaired  to  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Twenty  houses  were  made  fit  by  the  owners  after  ins- 
pection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  subsequent  in¬

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

During  1969  the  considerable  change  now  taking  place  in 
the  composition  of  household  refuse  was  again  evident*  Apart 
from  the  improvement  in  living  standards,  changes  are  also 
due  to  the  extensive  use  of  pre-packaging ,  especially  in  food 
sales,  of  new  packing  materials,  and  at  the  same  time  the 
increase  in  central  heating  using  fuel  other  than  coal  coke  has 
lead  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  solid  fuel  fireplaces 
and  boilers, 

The  tonnage  collected  has  continued  to  show  an  increase 
in  relation  to  population,  and  during  19&9  some  70/75  tons 
per  week  have  been  collected  in  the  District,  but  there  has 
been  a  marked  decrease  in  density  and  very  material  changes  in 
the  content  of  domestic  refuse, 

The  Council®  s  refuse  tip  at  Fieldhouse  Lane  was  finally 
filled  in  the  early  part  of  1969  and  the  whole  of  the  town's 
refuse  is  now  tipped  at  Westhorpe  Park. 

The  Council’s  refuse  collectors  continued  to  have  a 
special  collection  of  bulky  refuse  during  the  year*  Over 
400  collections  were  made  free  of  charge  of  such  items  as 
pianos,  beds,  refrigerators,  cookers  etc,.  In  addition  to 
this  service,  a  number  of  bulk  storage  containers  were  placed 
in  the  District  to  enable  residents  to  dispose  of  unwanted 
items*  It  is  unfortunate,  however,  that  in  spite  of  this 
service,  indes criminate  damping  still  occurs  on  a  number  of 
open  sites  within  the  area9 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Tha  table  at  the  back  of  this  report  shows  the  degree 
of  rodent  infestation  in  the  area  and  details  of  numbers 
of  treatments  carried  out,,  The  bulk  of  the  work  invol¬ 
ving  over  1,000  visits  was  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Opera¬ 
tive,  Mr o H . C o Eyres „  Difficulty  was  experienced  during 
the  year  in  the  eradication  of  mice.  It  would  appear 
that  they  are  becoming  increasingly  immune  to  warfarin  baits. 
In  some  cases  alpha  chlorolose  a  narcotic  bait,  was  used 
with  good  results  especially  in  such  places  as  cellars  of 
licensed  premises.  In  the  majority  of  other  infestation 
an  acute  poison,  zinc  phosphide , was  used. 

No  evidence  was  found  of  warfarin-resistant  rats. 

The  sewerage  system  was  test  baited  in  April  and 
October,  and  after  six  successive  years  of  negative 
results,  slight  rodent  infestation  was  found  in  the  Seymour 
Park  Road/Berwick  Road/Seymour  Court  Road  sewers.  An 
intensive  series  of  baiting  was  carried  out  and  the  infesta¬ 
tion  cleared, 

Permanent  baiting  points  have  been  maintained  at  the 
Fieldhouse  Lane  sewage  works  and  refuse  tip  and  regular 
inspections  carried  out  by  myself  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  revealed  no 
infestation  at  the  sewage  works  and  slight  infestation  at 
the  refuse  tip. 

The  contract  for  rodent  control  entered  into  with 
Messrs.  James  Davies  (Timber)  Ltd,  of  Station  Road  in 
1967  was  continued  and  the  factory  and  storage  areas  re¬ 
mained  rat  free  throughout  the  year, 

PEST  CONTROL 

Insect  pests  dealt  with  during  the  year  included  wasps , 
flies,  mosquitoes,  ants,  fleas  and  bed  bugsQ 

Bed  bugs  continued  to  be  in  evidence,  eight  houses 
being  treated  during  the  year,  two  pre-war  Council  houses 
and  eight  private  houses® 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  properties 
treated  for  major  infestation  of  fleas,  l4  houses  being 
treated  as  opposed  to  six  in  19680  In  nearly  all  cases 
the  inf es ta t ion  was  of  cat  fleas  and  attributable  entirely 
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to  the 


householder's  pet  cat0 


A  major  infestation  of  cockroaches  was  also  discovered  in 
one  of  the  licensed  premises  and  extensive  treatment  and  eradi¬ 
cation  was  carried  out  by  the  Department, 

PETROLEUM  ACTS 

Two  new  petroleum  licences  were  issued  in  1969 
three  existing  licences  were  discontinued,  bringing 
number  of  licences  in  operat  ion  to  17  * 

Application  was  received  from  one  garage  to  increase  their 
petroleum  storage  capacity  from  1  ^  000  gallons  to  5^500  gallons,. 
The  original  plans  were  unacceptable  due  to  the  very  stringent 
safety  precautions  required.  After  siA  months  of  negotiation 
between  the  Petroleum  Company,  the  owners  and  myself,  acceptable 
plans  were  submitted  and  the  necessary  works  carried  out*,
